HEAVY FALL OF “BEAUTIFUL”’ 
WILL ASSURE GOOD SLEIGHING.

Their Appearance at 5 O’Clock 
Monday Morning.

A real, old-fashioned snowstorm, which 
may pile the beautiful to a foot or more on 
the level, is predicted for St. 
R. J. Hyatt, official weather forecaster. 

“All indications point to snow throughout 
today, tonight and tomorrow morning,’’ he 
fgaid Monday morning as he studied his 
map. 

“It is a genuine snowstorm that is booked, 
one of the kind we used to have, and it 
will afford some fine sleighing. 

‘To make it more effective for this pur- 
pose, a cold wave wiil sweep down upon us, 
preserving the snow. 

“I scarcely think it will be as cold as it 
was yesterday morning, but the tempera- 
ture will hover very near the zero mark. 

“The wave will reach St. Louis sometime 
between Tuesday noon and Tuesday night.”’ 


MOVING ON ST. LOUIS. 

The snow clouds are moving to the at- 
tack on St. Louis from the North. They 
have carried Minnesota and lowa by storm, 
so to speak, and have left those states 
strewn 12 inches deep with the pallid relics 
of the battle. 

The advance guard entered the atmos- 
phere above St. Louis at 5 o'clock Monday 
morning and immediately began to attack 
the city. The discharge of ammunition 
was slight and slow until noon, but the 
frown of the clouds indicated that the bom- 
bardment would become heavier as the day 
advanced. 

No serious resistance to the assault is 
expected unti) Tuesday at noon, when the 
sun is expected to plant his battering rams 
and begin. pounding at the snow ¢clouds with 
a million beams. 

According to Dr. Hyatt the clouds will 
not be able to withstand an attack. so vig- 
orous and they wi!l be routed and com- 
plied to retire to their kingdom in the far 
Noth.

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In the Salvation Army shelter barracks, at Ninth and Market streets Sunday 
evening 359 men, driven by whistling, wintry winds and the bitter cold, foregathered 
for the night. ) 

By 9 o’clock the great, gaunt cellar of the Building, which is the assembly 
of the barracks, was filled with men grateful for the shelter. 

Most of them had only a dime, but there 19 cents is wealth, for it buys a sup- 
per and hires a bed. 

Next morning they must tramp the streets, penniless, and without breakfast. 

But their half-frozen faces brightened the moment they reached the portals of the 
warm barracks. 

The well-fed and sufficiently clad man who watched them file in from the streets 
—a long. struggling stream of human misery—wa®s startiéd-at the woe he sew. 

Few of the men. had = overcoats, and the thermometer was below zero. Men 
with ragged coats ang torn shirts and without underwear tramped along with men 
whose ragged cotton hose was visibic through the holes in their shoes. Armless men, 
men on crutches, men. whose, teeth rattled like castanets, sought refuge here. 

On the stairs the men seemed to have reached the acme of misfortune. But when 
they stepped into the barracks and thawed out in the generous heat, they la!d their 
troubles aside. They forgot that misery had almost closed the door of hope to them. 
They put aside the memory of the long winter day that had numbed their bodies un- 
til they had almost ceased to feel the gnawing hunger of the morning. The pierc- 
ing wind, the sleet and snow, the stinging of ungloved hands and the misery of 
frosted feet, the taunts—the memory of al! these were thrown off like a peddlei’s 
heavy pack at the end of the day.

DISEASE WHICH ENDED FATALLY 
WAS BRONCHO-PNEUMONIA. 


Boy Was Occupant of Home on Gar- 
rison Avenue Conducted by Mrs. 
Walton and Her Daugh- 
ter, Miss Maud Miller. 


The coroner returned a verdict Monday 
that the death of George Williams, aged 4 
years, at the Faith Home at 911 North Gar- 
rison avenue Sunday morning was due to 
bronchial pneumonia, for the treatment of 
which Mrs. Mary 8S. Walton and Mrs. Maud 
Coker-Miller, who operate the home, de- 
clined to call a physician. 

This is the same home at which Louis 
Diep did not receive treatment for the 
burns that caused his death ten days ago 
until five and one-half hours had elapsed 
after the accident. 

His mother, who had been Informed of 
the condition of her child, went to the 
home and sent for a physician. 

At- the inquests on the deaths of both 
children, Mrs. Walton and Mrs. Coker-Mii- 
ler testified that they do not believe in the 
administration of medicine for diseases, but 
that their rules permit the parents of in- 
mates of the home to call physicians at 


their own expense. 
Forty children are kept in the home. 


Both women on the witness stand Mon- 
day declared they were not Christian Scien- 
tists, but that they constituted @ sect of 
their own.

Mamie Gleason, Eight Years 
Old, Fatally Burned. 


PARENT LIKELY TO RECOVER 


WCMAN WENT TOO NEAR GRATE 
AND DRESS IGNITED. 


Deughter Fought the Flames Until Her 
Own Clothing Caught and Aid 
Came Too Late to 
Save Her. 


Mamie Gleason, aged 8 years, lost her 
life Monday morning in an attempt to save 
her mother, Mrs. Lillie Gleason, whose 
clothing was in flames. Mrs. Gleason's 
dress caught fire from a blazing grate. 
The mother lies in the city hospital faiailly 
burned. 

Mrs.. Louisa Maddox, Mrs. Gleason’s 
mother-in-law, is seriously burned on the 
hands, arms and limbs. She attempted to 
save the child. 

John Gleason lives at 815% Wright street. 
Next-door west lives his mother, Mrs. Mad- 
dox. At 815, on the east, is his brother, 
Charles Gleason. 

John Gleason is employed in a factory at 
the foot of Dock street. Mrs. Gleason has 
been ill for ten days, and Monday morning 
he called next door and told his mother he 
“believed he would lay off until Lillie got 
better.’’ 

Mrs. Maddox told him she would 190K 
after the sick woman during the day and 
that it was not necessary for him to lose 
a day’s work. 

“I saw Lillie directly after John left,”’ 
Mrs. Maddox said, ‘‘and told her to remain 
in bed all day. I was surprised a few min- 
utes later to hear a knock at my door and 
there stood the woman. 

“I made her come in by the fire, gave 
‘her breakfast and only permitted her to go 
Rome after she had promised to return 
to bed and stay there. The next time [ saw 
her she was on fire.’”’ 


Brother Heard 
Woman’s Screams. 

Charles Gleason, living at 815, was at 
home for the day. 

“I heard screams in John's rooms,” he 
told the Post-Dispatch, “and rushed to the 
back door. It was,locked. I picked asl a 
bench and smashed the panels. - 

In the center of the room stood Lillie 
with her clothing and hair on fire. At 
her side was little Mamie pulling away at 
the blazing skirt, obvious to the fact that 
her own dress was on fire and her own fiesh 
being seared. 

“ ‘Mamma, mamma,’ she was siete, rn! 
help you. I'll help you.’ I jumped through 
the broken panels and unlocked the door. 
I pushed the little one away and oaught 
the woman. She slipped and fell. I got 
her on her feet and pushed her out into 
the yard and rolled her in the snow. 

“As I took Lillie through the door I saw 
mother grab the child. I then directed all 
my efforts toward saving the woman. Af- 
ter the flames had been extinguished I car- 
ried her here into my own house and sent 
for physicians. Dr. Claus, at Ninth and 
Montgomery streets, was the first to arrive. 
He put on the temporary applications, 

“T heard the same screams Charlie did,” 
said Mrs. Maddox to the Post-Dispatch. “I 
felt in a minute something was wrong with 
Lillie and ran to her front door. It was 
locked. Then I heard the cry of fire. I ex- 
erted all my strength and the latch géve. 


Girl’s Hair Was 

ir a Blaze. 

‘“‘As I ran into the house Mamie came to- 
ward me, her dress and hair on fire. 

“‘O, grandma, grandma,’ was all she 
said as she reached out her poor, little 
arms. 

“T couldn’t withstand that appeal and just 
gathered her, blazing garments and aill, 
into my arms and beat out the flames with 
my hands. 

‘‘My dress caught, but I smothered the 
fire with a blanket. 

‘“‘Lillie’s dress must have caught fire from 
the grate. There was no other fire in the 
house. That she attempted to extinguish 
the flames is shown by the fact that the 
bedclothing, pillows and bedpost are burned. 
She proba sly first rolled on the bed and 
when this was ineffective, started for the 


door.

NO REDRESS FOR MOTORMAN 


Judge Sidener Gives No Quarter When 
Controller Is Used as a 
Weapon. 


“When a motorman takes the law into 
his own hands and uses his controller as a 
weapon, he will get no redress from this 
court,’’ remarked Judge Sidener Monday 
morning in discharging William Turner, a 
negro, of 4284 Sacramento avenue, charged 
with disturbing the peace of William Neat- 
eour and Joseph Hopkins, motorman and 
conductor on the Laclede avenue line. 

The complaining witness said that Turner 
had boarded their car as it was about to 
turn in at the sheds, and that they had told 
him to take the next car. He had been 


slow in complying with their request, and 
the motorman, with his controller, came to 
the conductor's aid to endeavor to persuade 
him to leave the car. 

Turner showed a scalp wound, which he 
said the motorman had inflicted with the 
controller. The two witnesses testified that 
h conduct had been obstreperous, but 
Judge Sidener held that the motorman’s 
action had deprived him of the right to 
criticise his passenger's conduct.

Abel admitted that the horse’s hoof had 
been split, but declared that a veterinary 
aes paconed it together with a nail and ad-

Dr. Ellis admitted giving the advice men- 
tioned by Abel. He explained that no dam- 
aging effects were likely to result from 
Pol? a a horse with a nalil-patched split 
oof. 

Attorney Muench had allowed Dr. Ellis to 
qualify as anm°expert by announcing the 
universities in Europe and America where 
he had studied his profession and also men 
tioned that he had held the chair of vet- 
erinary surgeon in Virginia state college, 
which made him (for the time) ‘virtually 
state veterinarian.’’ 

But his expert opinion that a horse with 
a ge hoof, held together by a horseshoe 
nail, should be worked to a delivery wagon 
was not or mes | accepted by court or pros- 
ecuting official. 

They examined the witness at consider- 
able length, questioning him about ‘‘frogs’’ 
and ‘“‘coronary bands’’ and the advisability 
of putting a rubber covering around the in- 
jured hoof. 

; But the expert stuck to his original opin- 
on. 

‘*You can’t improve on nature,"’ said the 
doctor, discussing the rubber. covering 
proposition. 

‘No, but you can frequently aid na- 
ture,’’ remarked the assistant city attor- 
ney. “Do you mean to tell me that it 
would be advisable for a man to go out in 
the snow on a day like this in the bare 
feet with which nature rovided him?” 
Wouldn't it be better for him to put on a 
pair of shoes?’ < 

Dr. Ellis said there was no doubt of the 
correctness of the hypothetical proposition, 
but said that the illustration was hardly a 
parallel. 

Expert opinion finally convinced the court 
that Abel had not been guilty of a viola- 
tion of the city ordinances and he quit 
the courtroom to hitch up ‘‘Mike’’ for an- 
other trip.

SALOON EMPLOYES ARRESTED 


The Porter Denies Complicity in the 
Affair, but Told Who Fired 
the Shot. 


Robert F. Baldwin, a switchman em- 
ployed in the terminal yards, and living at 
1407 Missouri avenue, was shot twice in 
Manley’s saloon, at Twenty-first and Chest- 
nut streets, at 4 o’clock Monday morning.

When the police arrived they arrested 
Richard Mooney, the bartender, and Ar- 
thur King, the colored porter. 

Mooney declared he did not know any- 
thing of the circumstances of the shooting; 
that his attention was first called to the 
men by the report of a pistol. 

King says he heard them quareling, but 
paid no pa‘ticular attention to them until 
the shooting. 

He told the police he knew the third man 
and gave them a name. The police are 
looking for this man and Lillie.

“We will except to the findings of the 
court,’’ said Mr. Teague, ‘‘and make a de- 
mand that the majority opinion be disap- 
proved by the secretary as contrary to the 
evidence and the pertinent facts in the 
case which the court has not considered 
nor acted upon.’’ 

While Mr. Teague would not say that 
such action would be taken, he inted out 
the fact that they could appeal from the 
secretary’s action to the President of the 
United States. 

Admiral Schley has been relieved from 
further duty in connection with the court 
of inquiry. 


SCHLEY’S NAME UNTARNISHED. 


The Nation Will Accept Dewey’s Find- 
ings as Its Own View. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—After having 
slept over the matter and given the subject 
careful consideration, the warmest friends 
of Rear Admiral Schley are ready to accept 
the splendid tribute of Admiral Dewey as 
the best possible outcome of the contro- 
versy. ‘They are now inclined, therefore, 
to oppose a Congressional investigation, or 

at least not to ask for one. 

It is possible a vote of confidence in Rear 
Admiral Schley and a formal indorsement 
of Dewey's verdict will be passed by Con- 
gress. 

Congress could not possibly determine the 
members say, the technical points involved 


as to whether Schley or Sampson was re- 
sponsible for the victory at ntilago. Ad- 
miral Dewey, the president of the court of 
inquiry, and the actual head of the Navy of 
the United States, has gone out of his way, 
and even violated ali precedents, to put on 
record his opinion that Schley was in com- 
mand at ntiago and was therefore en- 
titled to the glory of that battle. 

Congressmen generally, in studying the 
opinion, have come to the conclusion that 
Admiral Dewey was not only desirous of 
putting on record hig personal opinion as 
to Schiey's position during the battle, but 
that he had a further and deeper purpose, 
which was to expose the illogical charac- 
ter of the finding of the court.

Admiral Dewey labored with the court, 
so it is said, to show them the illogical 
character of their findings, and then, fail- 
ing to make an impression, determined to 
set himself right to the people, and accord- 
ingly wrote the famous paragraph with 
which he closed his report. 

A congressional investigation would have 
been a certainty had it not been for this 
declaration of belief by the highest author- 
ity in the United States navy. 

Rear-Admral Schiey, as is well known, 
alinough he maintains silence, is supremely 
delighted at Admiral Dewey's frank state- 
ment. As the court unanimously declared 
that his conduct during the battle was be- 
yond criticism, and as Admiral Dewey, the 
one person in the navy who has had no part 
in the controversy, actually has found him 
to have been in command of the fleet, 
Schley considers he has been vindicated 
completely. His friends were bitterly indig- 
nant at the es of the court, but they 
now begin to see that Dewey's unsupported 
and individual oe in behalf of hiey, 
and openly opposed fo the claims of Samp- 
son himself, is a better outcome of the 
whole affair than could possibly have been 
hoped for. 

It is possible, but not probable, that 
Schley will consent to Attorney Rayner’s 
roposition to take the case into the courts. 
This could be done, by bringing an action 
for damages against Historian Maclay. 

Attorneys Rayner and Teague are hold- 
ing a consultation with their client today 
for the purpose of outlining their future 
course of action. 

Admiral Dewey, president of the court, to- 
day was asked for a statement as to the 
extent to which he endorsed the findings 
of the majority of the court. “I have not a 
word to say,”’ he replied, “not a word.

BETTER SERVICE WILL COME. 


The fender bill has been passed, and there can be little doubt 
that it will-be signed by the mayor before Christmas. Besides 
this, the House of Delegates, at its special session Saturday, 
passed a resolution giving the Transit and Suburban companies 
notice that legislation reducing the speed of their cars and 
the fares charged standing passengers will be enacted, if they 
do not improve their service within 30 days. 

This means that, if the people insist upon it, St. Louis will 
have better street car service. It means that city authorities 
and corporations performing public service can be reached by 
public opinion. And it means that public opinion in St. Louis 
is aroused. The events of the past few months—the killing and 
maiming of citizens and their children, the running of fewer 
ears to accommodate more passengers, as the report to the city 
register showed; and the terrible overcrowding that resulted, to- 
gether with the exasperation caused by cars refusing to stop, 
and the frequent attacks on passengers by motormen armed 
with controllers—all these things have made the people deter- 
imine that the conditions have become bad enough and must be 
improved. 

The good work will be kept up. It is a public duty, both as a 
matter of self-defense and in preparation for the World's Fair. 
While giving the street railway managers credit for such at- 
tempts to comply with public demands as they have made, the 
people will insist that the present evils shall be removed. Life- 
saving fenders, effective brakes, a sufficiency of cars and the 
other needed improvements must be had. 
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Though John Brown's soul is marching on, it was not the 
Brown who went to Kansas City to see ex-member Cardwell. 
It was some other ghost that walked when the Cardwell claim 
was cashed. 
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MAYOR COLLINS AND MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


The election of Gen. Patrick A. Collins as mayor of Boston 
marks a‘ step in progress of the public ownership movement. 

Gen. Collins is a pronounced advocate of this policy and it is 
believed in Boston that his overwhelming majority was due 
to the favorable view of municipal ownership held by the think- 
ing voters of the city.

A REFORM IN POSTERS. 


M. Edourd Detaille, the famous painter of 
military subjects, proposes to lead a move- 
ment. destined to beautify the streets of 
Paris with artistic designs, “in place of the 
crude horrors of color and design gradually 
vulgarizing the capital.’’ 

In order to stimulate public interest, says 
a Paris special in the New York Herald, 
M. Detaille has just sent a letter to the 
perfect of police, asking him to hold an 
exhibition, to which sculptors, carvers, 
ironworkers and painters of Europe and 
America will be invited to contribute, pro- 
posing thereafter to introduce a biil in the 


Municipal Council regulating the dimen- 
sions, colors and designs of tradesmen’s 
signs. 

M. Detaille said recently: ‘‘The majority 
of my conferes are ready, heart and soul, 
to develop a plan which I believe will do 
more for the artistic education of the 
masses than any amount of books, lectures 
or museums, he Municipal Council cght 
to appoint committees charged with the 
examination of all street signs before they 
are erected. Such a course would effectual- 
ly interfere with the gradually er 
esthetic appreciation of the race throug 
the flaunting of barbarities. 

“Frenchmen two generations ago would 
not have thought it possible that French 
merchants could catch the habit of the 
English, who have made London the most 
hideous city on earth. Our scheme is per- 
fectly practicable, if the perfect receives 
it favorably.” 

M. Detaille, it is supposed, was partic 
hlarly incensed on account of the enormous 
fiaring posters of Barnum’s circus that 
have been flooding Paris for weeks past 
announcing the opening night. The sensi- 
tive nerves of French painters have been 
sadly lacerated by daily promenades in the 
midst of what they consider the most ob- 
jectionable form of American invasion yet 
devised.
